Indianapolis, Indiana, on June 2, 
1967, to Major General Clarence C. 
Schnipke, The Adjutant General of 
Michigan. 

The plan calls for a strength of 
400,000 men in the Army National 
Guard. Michigan has been allocat- 
ed a strength of 9,697 men in 76 
units as compared with a previous 
strength of 9,999 men in 100 units. 
Units assigned are of the combat 
and combat support type. Commu- 
nities presently supporting Nation- 
a] Guard units wil] continue to have 
some type of unit. 

Under this proposed plan the 46th 
Infantry Division will be eliminated. 
The force proposed for Michigan 
will consist of the following units:
